120. Once more the mighty son of Pane 
du, excited with rage, and desirous of slay- 
ing the son of Drona, discharged upon him 
a formidable shower of arrows. 


121. Thereupon, Drona's son, acquainted 
with the use of the most excellent weapons, 
soon destroying that arrowy shower by the 
tllusive force of his own weapons, cut off 
Bhima's bow in that battle, 


122-126. Inflamed with fury he then pierced 
Bhima tumseff with numerous shafts. Then 
the highly puissant Bhima, when his bow 
was cut off, having whirled with impetuosity 
a lance hurled it at Aswathaman's car.
